Genoa Suffers Waterspout 


At Genoa, Italy, on Auguat 23, a

fallen to 1/4.3/8d. From that date 
for about threo weeks followed a 
period of uncertainty during which 
the figure rose again to over Is, Gd., 
but by the beginning of December 
Measures were promulgated to con- 
trol exchange and since then we have 
had a period of comparative rest from 
extreme fluctuations. We trust’ that 
this will be for the good of the Colony 
in that one of the nightmares of mer- 
chandising has been removed,
